“MOSCOW, April 20.—Josepn 
Stalin and V. M. Molotov, Premier 
of the Soviet Union, today affixed 
their signatures to three decrees 
which have far-reaching signifi- 
cance in the further development of 
the great collective farm system in 
this country. 

The decrees bear on ‘the distri- 
bution of collective farm incomes, 
the expenditures on capital contruce 
tion, and the further socialization 
of. collective farms. 


collective farm incomes establishes 
that no less than 60 to 70 per cent 


tributed among collective farmers. 
This is based on the number of 
working days for each ‘collective 
farmer. 

IMMEDIATE BENEFIT 

Expenditures on capital construc- 
tion surpassing ten per cent of the 
income on collective farms is for- 
bidden and all current year expen- 
ditures for this purpose must be 
taken from last year's income. 

The considerable growth of col- 
lective farm income and the in- 
crease in their socialized funds such 
as buildings, cattle, 
(where collective farms are served 
by machine tractor stations) has 
already produced the fullest pos- 
sibility to increase the sums taken 
from the income for socialized 
funds, 

Not only will the socialized funds 
benefit from this decree, but the 
: y to reduce expenditures for 
capital construction and production 
will be eliminated and the major 
portion of the collective farm in- 
comes will now be distributed, 
among the farmers according to 
their working days. 

REVISES OLD STATUTES 
This decree has forced a revision 
of Section 12 of the collective farm 
statutes which governs the distri- 
bution of incomes. « 

Out of the remaining undistrib- - 
uted income, says the new decree, 


for administrative expenses and the 
rest for machinery repairs, cattle 
treatment, etc. Still other portions 
of the income will be reserved for 
cultural services and the training 
of collective farm cadres. 

One of the rulings published, for- 
bids the expulsion of members from 


collective farms and establishes that 
this can. be resorted to only as the 


most extreme measure. Such an ac- 
tion is to be taken only with those 
collective farm members who are 
absolutely incorrigible and who un- 
dermine and disorganize work on 
the collectives. 7 
Even such expulsions can be acted 
on only after all the preventive and 
educational characters which are 
provided by the collective farm 
statutes have been exhausted and 
only by the decision of a general

From behind the high walls of New Jer- 
sey’s reform schools has come a revealing 
bit of information. 

A poll was recently taken of the 1,394 
boys under the age of 21 in the state's re- 


form schools. 


Asked “what agencies mistreated you 
most,” the boys vote gave first place to po- 
lice with 519 votes. Then followed judges, 
456 ; reform schools, 271; public schools, 244; 
probation officers, 188; parole officers, 104. 


Only 22 preferred a life of crime. 


Only seven of the boys blamed their 
parents for their troubles. The press re- 
ports do not reveal where the other 1,387 
boys placed the blame for their troubles. But 
we suspect that many of them understand 
only too well—regardless of whether they 
considered it wise to put it down on paper
